Girl of 10 Suffers Frozen Feet 


Running for Aid in Fighting Fire 


BONNYVILLE. — ‘Ten - year - old 
Irma Rill is the heroine of the 
Bonnyville district today.| Her feet 
swathed in bandages, the little girl 
is recovering in Bonnyville hospital 


| from frostbite she suffered last Fri- 


day when she ran barefoot through 
the snow to get help in fighting 
a fire that threatened to engulf 
her parents’ remote farm home at 
La Corey, nine miles north of Bon- 
nyville and about 175 miles north- 
east of Edmonton, 

Irma, with one foot bare and the 
other protected only by a loose- 
fitting rubber, ran, walked and 
limped three miles through the snow 
to get the help which saved the 
Rill home. 

The story of her spartan courage 
was revealed Tuesday at the Bonny- 
ville hospital. The litle girl did not 
mention her bare and frozen feet 
until the fire at her home had 
been quelled. 

This is the story: 

Friday night, Mrs. Rill, alone with 
her six young children while her 
husband, Carl, was out working in 
the bush, found a stovepipe red 
hot and the nearby wall smouldering. 
She knew she could not control the 


fire, nor leave the younger children 
alone, so she sent Irma for help, 
14 miles down the road to the 
neighboring home of Nick Koziak. 

Irma had been barefoot in the 
house when the fire was discovered. 
Excited, she slipped on loose moc- 
casin rubbers and ran out for help. 
She lost one rubber almost imme- 
diately, but continued with one foot 
bare. 

Reaching thie Koziak home, she 
did not go in, but shouted from 
the front gate until Mr, Koziak, 
along with others, came out and 
rushed toward the Rill house with 
the young*ter. 

The Koziaks joined Mrs 
fighting the blaze with snow and 
water, and the farm house was 
saved after an hour's fight, It was 
then Irma’s plight was fully real- 
ized. She was rushed to hospital 
for attention, 

Doctors and nurses worked over 
the child's blistered feet. Tuesday | 
they felt they had won their fight, | 
and the child's limbs would be 
saved. But they say she will have 
to spend some weeks in bandages, 
a grim testimonial to the pluck | 
which saved the Rill home,

| On India Begin 


LONDON, (AP)—India’s political 
leaders aud Viscount Wavell, vice- 
roy of India, plunged Tuesday into 
a hurried round of cabinet-level 
conferences as time ran short for 
Prime Minister Attlee’s eleventh 
hour effort to smooth India’s path- 
way to independence, 

Lord Wavell, tired after a two- 
day plane trip from Karachi, con- 
ferred with Prime Minister Attlee 
and his cabinet experts on India. 

He went into a closed session after 
arrival of the plane that carried 
him, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru of 
the All-India Congress party, Mo- 
hammed Ali Jinnah of the Moslem 
league and Sardar Baldev Singh of 
the Sikhs from India to London. 

The British leaders were seeking 
to persuade the Indian leaders that 
their factions should co-operate 
peacefully in the first meeting of 
the constituent assembly scheduled 
to open at New Delhi Dec. 9. Be- 
cause Nehru has Mr. Attlee’s promise 
that he will be given facilities to 
return to India this week-end, the 
British effort must be completed be- 
fore Saturday. 
| An India office spokesman said, 
as the sessions started, that the 
talks were “crucial.” Other authori- 
tative sources have said failure to 
settle the difference might be fol- 
lowed by civil war in India. 


Police Shots Foil 
Tel Aviv Robbers 


JERUSALEM, (AP) An ex- 
change of shots between police pa- 
trols and masked robbers in Tel 
Aviv Tuesday ended with the escape 
of the thwarted bandits and the 
wounding of at least three persons— 
a policeman, a robber and a by- 
stander, 

The shooting began, police said, 
when several armed men _ over- 
powered two messengers from the 
Polish refugee committee carrying 
| relief money from the Tel Aviv 
branch of a bank to the committee 
office. 

The robbers abandoned a satchel 
| containing several thousand pounds 
when the messengers’ cries brought 
Jewish and British police. 

Monday's death toll by violence 
in Palestine, meanwhile, mounted to 
five with the death of a_ British 
soldier in a jeep blown up by a mine 
south of Haifa. 


First Ships Sail 
For Antarctica 


ABOARD THE US.S. MT. OLYM- 
PUS, (AP)—The lead ships of the 
United States navy’s expedition to 
Antarctica steamed through Hamp- 
ton roads Monday and headed for 
the South Pole. 

The flagship Mt. Olympus, the 
icebreaker Northwind, the seaplane 
tender Pine Island and the destroy- 
er Brownson left the Virginia port 
with supplies sufficient to last eight 
months if necessary. 

Food, clothing, film, construction 
materials, test equipment and husky 
dogs all were aboard. 

Four thousand men, under the 
command of Rear Admiral Richard 
E. Byrd of previous polar expedi- 
tion fame, make up the amphibious 
expedition. Five other ships will 
rendezvous with the group later 

Admiral Byrd did not sail with 
the expedition Monday. He said he 
would join the expedition “some 
| time in January.”

treason felony, tantamount to high 
treason

was first to have its case tried, two 
national newspapers—Lord Beaver- 
brook’s Daily Express and the Eve- 
ning Standard—also are being sued 
by the professor, They too had print- 
ed the quotation and agreed to sup- 
port the Advertiser financially if it

the proper production of good plays. 

Ottawa is particularly put out over 
circumstance because the Gielgud play is only 
the first of gnany to be brought to this country 
ty distinguished producers and with distinguish: 
ed players. The Gate Theatre company of Dub- 
lin is expected to tour Canada with a wide 
repertoire of fine dramas and_ it is expected 
there will be many others booked both from 
Britain and the United States, 

In other words, the theatrical road company 
system is slowly getting back to a pre-war basis. 
Ottawa will be out of it because Ottawa has no 
place to house these large productions, Edmon- 
ton will be out of it because Edmonton has 
no legitimate theatre at all. 


The arguments for the existence of a good |

theatre in this city are too obvious 
stressing, The point is: who is going to build 
such a theatre? 

At the present moment there seems to be 
Uitle likelihood of private capital engaging in 
such a venture. But a civic auditorium, built 


with public money as part of a civic centre plan, | 


could be erected and ample use could be found 
for it. 

As in most Canadian cities, there has been 
talk in Edmonton of a civie auditorium for 
Many years, Talk will not build it. The only 
way to get it built is to go ahead and build it. 

If Edmonton people and the Edmonton city 
souncil feel that this community should not be 
relegated to the cultural backwoods, that is 
exactly what they will do.

level off and the ceilings soon become unneces- 
sary,

Real Purchasing Power 


Bankers do not live like hermits, They 
can't afford to even if they wanted to, They 
must know what is going on about them, what 
people are thinking, doing and aiming to do, 
Otherwise bank policy could not be shaped to 
fit into conditions, the future could not be sur- 
veyed intelligently. Banks have too much at 
stake to “go it blind” and trust to luck, Those 
who guide and direct them must study thetrends 
and tendencies of the time. That they do so suc- 
cessfully is evident, and a good reason why oth- 
ers should pay attention to what they say, 


A case in point is the address delivered by 
Mr, George W. Spinney, C.M.G., president of 
the Bank of Montreal, at the annual meeting of that 
body, Mr, Spinney saw certain resemblances be- 
tween the present situation in Canada and that 
which followed the First Workd War. He said on 
this subject: 

“It seems to me that a number of popul- 
ar beliefs that have taken hold of public 
imagination in recent years, far from being 
a help are now an absolute hindrance to a 
clear-sighted appreciation of the fundament- 
als of progress and welfare. 

“One example, which to my mind is of 
very particular significance, is the still pre- 
valent idea that purchasing power rather 
than production is the mainspring of em- 
ployment, income and material well-being. 
Admittedly there have been times when 
purchasing power in the aggregate has been 
deficient, and when its expansion was wholly 
desirable, Then too, under the stress of 
wartime conditions an expansion of purchas- 
ing power could hardly be avoided, But it 
should surely be clearly evident that under 
present conditions, where the supply of 
money in the form of circulating media and 
bank deposits is about two and a half times 
what it was at the beginning of the war, 
purchasing power is a problem of excess 
rather than scarcity, Money is, after all, a 
claim on the productive resources of the 
community. And one of the immediate and 
urgent tasks confronting this nation is to 
put a sound foundation of production under 
the purchasing power already in existence.” 

The Canadian people have a lot of dollars 
in their pockets and in the banks, more than 
they ever had before, But these dollars won't 
buy what they should buy. Their purchasing 
power is away below par. 
essaries and luxuries are concerned the dollars 
have hardly any purchasing power at all, because 
the wanted commodities are not in the stores, 
The one way to make each dollar worth what 
it should be worth is to produce things. There 
isn't any other way.

LONDON.— The 100-year-old cot- 
ton exchange at Liverpool—among 
the world’s biggest—which was closed 
during war, %s to remain closed 
for good, 

In the commons, second reading 
was given a bill to abolish the free 
cotton market and all trading in 
cotton futures, and to substitute 
instead a system of bulk purchasing 
by the government. 

The effects of this decision—one 
of the major points of the Labor 
party's election program—are by no 
means confined to Britain's great 
Lancashire cotton spinning indus- 
try, for many other dealers in cot- 
ton bought and sold on Liverpool 
exchange before 1939. 


To Stabilize Price

year—all without a fatal accident to 
a passenger. 

B.O.A.C. operates 32 independent

Edward C. Fisher was re-elected president of the Al- 
berta Pensioners’ Society for the seventh term of office, 
at the association’s annual meeting in the IOOF hall, 103 
street Monday evening. Other officers named to the ex- 
ecutive include secretary, T. J. Rogness; treasurer, D. M. 
Hunter, first vice-president, C. W. Lee; and other vice- 
presidents, A. E. Foyer, Allan MacDonald and Hugh

IN HIS PRESIDENTIAL address, 
Mr. Fisher outlined the history of 
the association, and its aims and 
objectives. 

“The Alberta Pensioners Society 
was organized just a few years ago, 
under difficult and discouraging 
circumstances. It has grown in 
influence until the cause of the old 
age pensioner is today sponsored 
by every political party, as well as 
many organizations which have 
sprung up to aid its cause.” 

“What the pensioners want is a 
pension based upon right and not 
need, without a means test, that will | 
enable a pensioner to maintain 
a decent standard of living, in | 
order that he may pay his own way 
in keeping with his own way of 
life.” Mr, Fisher said. 

The society advocates “a job or | 
a pension for every Canadian cit- 
izen,” and that all people who are | 
| unemployable from any cause, sick: | 
ER | ness, paralysis, blindness, shall re- | 
__._. | ceive an adequate state pension. | 

THE SOCIETY CHARGES that | 
the present old-age pension of $30 
per month is not nearly adequate, 
pointing out that the U.S. pension 
is $40 at the age of 55 years, from 
the federal and state governments | 
fon a 50-50 basis, which makes it 
possible for the state to pay bon- 
uses in addition to the $40, bring: | 
ing the pension up to $50. 

That sum should be paid to Can- 
adian pensioners, Mr. Fisher con- 
tinued. They request the format- 
ion of a national universal system 
of pensions for everybody, charg- 
ing that the present one is inade- 
quate in every respect, and that it 
descriminates against many, 

“That over 182,000 men and wo- 
men over 70 years of age are com- 
pelled to live on a pension of $30 
a month is a disgrace to the govern- 
ment,” he said. 

THEY ADVOCATE besides the 
increasing of the pension sum, that 
the pension-age be reduced from 70 | 
years to’65 for men, and 60 for
